ILLINOIS STATE ASSEMBLY

The Eighth Annual Assembly 
of the Churches of God | 
of Illinois, which convened at 
Eldorado, Il., Nov. 16, 1%, 
18, 1923, has gone down 
on record as one of the great- 
est that has ever been held in 
the state of Illinois. As the peo- 
ple began to gather in 
from the North, South, East 
and West, there was a 
strange feeling that began to 
creep over the entire Assembly. 
As the people continued to come 
in, the glory of God continued 
to increase until it seemed that 
everybody was enveloped in the 
great power of God. Many were 
heard to say, “I never felt or 
saw anything on this fashion 
before.” Oh, such unity, such 
love, and such power; it was 
beyond expression, only that 
we could say with David, “Be- 
hold how good and how pleas- 
ant it is for brethren to dwell 
together in unity. It is like the 
precious ointment upon the 


head, that ran down upon the! 


beard, even Aaron’s beard: that 
went down to the skirts of his 
garmients; as the dew of Her- 
mon, and as the dew that de- 
scended upon the mountains of 
Zion: for there the Lord com- 
manded the blessing, even life 
forevermore.” 


The ministers and Churches 
are certainly delighted to have 
Brother Rembert as their Over- 
seer. It seemed that it was love 
on first sight, while many ex- 
pressed their regrets of Brother 
Barnett, our former Overseer,

During my military service 
in India, in those stirring times 
of mutiny and murder, I had in 
my regiment a little bugler who 
was too weak and delicate for 
the life he had to lead; but he

After his mother died his 
life was made miserable by the 
scoffing sneers and ribald jokes 
of the men, whose butt he was.

I turned up- 
on the prisoners: “Is there no 
man among you worthy of the 
name?

in heaven. John 3:13, when, 
Elijah went up by a whirlwind 
into heaven, 2 Kings 2:11. 

Answer. Jesus was trying to 
teach Nicodemus, but asked him 
how he expected to understand 
heavenly things, or believe, if 
he couldn’t believe about earth- 
ly things. He also gave him to 
understand that He (Jesus) was 
all the one that could teach 
about things of heaven as He 
was the only one that had ever 
descended. “No one hath as- 
cended to heaven,” thatis to 
bring down these things but Je- 
sus. 

Question. Why did Paul say 
in Acts 9:7 that the men which 
journeyed with him stood 
speechless hearing a voice, but 
seeing no man, when he said

Question. When are we add- 
ed to the Church? 

Answer. Acts 2:47 says God 
added to the Church daily such 
as should be saved. The Syriac 
Version says, “those 
who became alive.” 
The Revised Version says, “add- 
ed day by day those that are 
saved.” The thought-is that only 
those who fere saved were add- 
ed to the Church, saved first, 
then added to the Church. 


Question. Explain first Peter 
3:19, 20. Who were the spirits 
in prison and where were they? 
Answer. The spirits referred 
to here in prison were the Ante- 
diluvian people, or people who 
lived before the flood. They 
were in the place of departed 
spirits before the resurrection of 
Jesus. Some were on one side 
of the gulf referréd to in Luke

Dear Brother, Editor of The 
Evangel —Greetings in Jesus’

I write this for the glory of 
God.
